of the. surrounding yards, and very mud- 
dy—so much so, that pumps arc frequent- 
ly used to expel the water from the vaults 
into the streets." 


And Chadwick, in his report on inter- 


ment in towni. says: "Undertakers state 
that they sometimes experience, in par- 
ticularly crowded graveyards, a sensation

It is a curious and interesting circum- 


r powerlessness stance that styles in gloves are substan- 
our imaginary tially the same as they were in the ear- 


liest times after gloves were made with 
fingers. The ancients made use of more' 
fabrics than modern glovers, and gloves 
have at different periods been more 
iplendid and costly than any made at 
present. There is a doubt in "the minds 
of some glovers whether modern work- 
manship has in all respects attained the 
skill of the Venetian glovers, or of the 
mediaeval Frenchman. But there is never 
any doubt that all present fashions in 
gloves are copied directly from those of 
the remote past. It is a minor fact in 
connection with an article of familiar use 
which the philosophers of the Buskin 
school probably seize on to prove their 
theory that there are some things modern 
progress cannot improve. 


Throughout a long history of more 


than two thousand years scores of inter- 
esting—often beautiful—customs 
have

A few only

One, which modern criminals 


will regret is not at present observed, 
allowed a criminal under sentence of out- 
lawry to purchase a pardon by a present of 
gloves to his judges.

injurious effect of the exhalations from the 
(It-composition in question upon the health 
.md life of man is proved by a sufficient 
I'U'iiber of trustworthy facts. 


"That this injurious influence is by no 


means constant, and depends on varying 
and not yet sufficiently explained circum- 
stances. 


"That this injurious influence is manl- 


iest in proportion to the degree of con- 
ipntration of putrid emanations, espe- 
cially in confined spaces; and in. such 
(ases of concentration the injurious influ- 
ence is manifest in the production of as- 
phyxia and the sudden and entire extinc- 
t on of life. 


"That in a state less concentrated pu- 


trid emanations produce various effects 
<>n the nerves of less importance, as faint- 
nig, nausea, headache, languor. 


"The emanations, however, if their ef- 


f-ct is often repeated, or if the emana- 
tions be long applied, produce nervous 
and putrid fevers; or impart to fevers 
which have arisen from other causes a 
tvpboid or putrid character. Apparently 
they furnish the principal cause of the 
most developed form of typhus, tbat is to 


•> iy, the plague. Besides the product of 
decomposition, the contagious material 
may also be active in the emanations 
arising from dead bodies."

ke. If coincidence should never occur 
t would be a far greater marvel than if 
a dozen should be recorded daily.

GATHERING BUBBER Iff BEAZIL. 


Writing about the production and ex. 


port of rubber in Brazil, Consul-General 
Andrews says: "The rubber tree requires 
a growth of twenty to twenty-five years 
before it begins to produce, hence little 
or nothing has been done for its propaga- 
tion. The milky sap which forms rubber 
is taken from tho wild tree, which grows 
scattered through the forests of the 
Amazon, and many of its affluents. 
The 


industry, being principally in the lands of 
an uneducated and half-civilized nomad 
population of Indian mixture, is ofacrudo 
character. Nothing has been done to 
improve the system of labor. A wasteful 
and exhaustive system of labor has been 
followed for a hilf a century, pod the 
consequence is that millions of rubber 
trees have been destroyed and many 
others abandoned 
from premature and 


excessive use. There are instances of 
groves of trees, which, by careful use 
and by cot permitting them to be tapped 
in the months of August and September, 
in which they change their leaves, have 
been yielding for thirty years, and still 
are in good producing condition ; but the 
common practice is so wasteful that many 
well-informed people apprehend that, un- 
less some remedy is applied, this rich 
resource will before long suffer a serious 
and perhaps fatal decline. 


"The rubber tree thrives only on soil 


which is annually overflowed to a depth 
)f three or more feet, and prefers the 
owest and most recent river deposit. The 
rubber gatherers are temporary squatters, 
and their dwelling is a hut with a low 
•oof of palms, beneath one end of which 
here is a raised floor of framework of 
ath, one or two yards from the ground to 
which the occupants 
retreat at high 


water." 


The following description of the pro- 


cess of gathering rubber was written by 
Franz Keller : "Narrow paths lead from 
he gatherer's hut through dense un- 
orwood to each separate tree, and as soon 
s the dry season sets in he betakes 
iniself with his hatchet to the trees to 
ut holes in the bark. Tho,milk-white 
up immediately begins to exude into 
ieces »f bamboo tied below and hiving 
heir ends in little clay cups set under 
be gashes to prevent its trickling down 
lie stem. 
He travels thus from tree to 


ree. 
On the return visit he pours tha 


ontents of the bamboos into a large 
artheu vessel provided with straps, which 
e empties at home into a large turtle 
lell. 
Without delay he sets to work to 


oagulate it with smoke of palm nuts, ai.d 
ours a little of the milk evenly on a 
ght wooden shovel, which ha throws 
ito the thick smoke issuing from a little 
arrow chimney made by the neck of art 
arthen bottle. 
HP moves the shovel 


everal times to and fro with great rapid- 
ity, when tho milk is seen to consolidate 
and to take a grayish-yellow tinge., . 


"Thus he puts layer upon layer, until 


at last the rubber on both sides of the 
wood has reached a thickness of two or 
three centimeters. 
Cutting one side, he 


takes it off the shovel and hangs it in the 
sun to doy. 
A good workman can thus 


prepare five or six pounds of solid rubber 
in an hour. 
From its initial color of 


clear silvery-gray it turns shortly into a 
yellow, and finally becomes the well 
known dark brown of the rubber, such as 
is exported. 
The more 
uniform, the 


denser and freer of bubbles the whole 
mass is the higher price it brings. 
Al- 


most double the value is obtained for the 
first rate article over that of the most 
inferior quility, which is nothing but the 
drops collected at the foot of the trees."

the Inland Revenue Laboratory (if Eng- 
land for the past year, just 
Speaking of samples received at 
borntory for analy.-isfrom the Admiraltv, 
the report says that special attention 
appears to have been directed by that 
department to the character of the enamel 
linings of cooking utensils. 
It is well 


known that most of the enamels contain 
considerable quantities of lead and arsenic 
in a condition easily acted on by vegetable 
acids, and many of these specimens ana- 
lyzed consisted of the enamel and glaze 
of dishes suspected to contain those met- 
als. 


The results of the analysis showed the 


necessity of the examination; for many 
of the enamels contained dangerous quan- 
tities of lead and and arsenic, and proved 
that most of the utensils could not be 
recommended to be used with safety, 
while a few showed that it was practicable 
to prepare an enamel and glaze free from 
hurtful substances. 
The moral to be 


drawn from these observations is : Look 
not only to the food you eat, but also to 
the vessel in which it is cooked.

Both parties are now looking forward 


with some interest to the elections which 
• re topreceed the general contest of No- 
vember, and though there is no very good 
reason to believe that these elections will 
huve an appreciable effect on the main 
issue, they brake the monotony of the 
lanvass by furnishing an earlier occasion 
for political effort than would otherwise 
be afforded. 
The idea that they indicate 


with any degree of certainty, the tenor of 
the November elections, while widely en- 
tertained, is hardly tenable, from the fast 
that not only have they been deceptive, 
States going one way in October and an* 
oilier in November, but also from the 
fact that into a State election there enter 
elements which in a general contest are 
not found. No matter how strenuous the 
efl'urt to fight the two battles on the same 
line, « State election is always influenced 
by a hundred considerations of neighbor- 
hood, county, district and State impor- 
tance which are of consequence to the 
voter* of that particular State, but dwin- 
dle into absolute insignificance when the 
linos are broadened and questions of na- 
tional politics in their bearings upon all 
the people of this vast nation are intro- 
duced. 


The States that this year hold elections 


before the general contest are: Arkansas, 
September 1; Vermont, September 2; 
M.une, September 8; Georgia, October 1; 
Ohio, October 14, and West Virginia, 
October 14. Of Arkansas and Georgia 
it is not worth while to speak. 
Neither 


is it very important to consider the 
chances in Maine, that State being almost 
as surely Republican as the others are 
Democratic, though by a much smaller 
majority. One peculiarity about several 
of the New England States is the fact 
that the majorities arc singularly constant, 
varying very little whether the election 
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Th<! best comment on the effect that

when taken in connection with the profu 
sion of earthquake theories which scion 
tific persons have so freely contribute! 
to the press since Sunday week. 
Bu 


though the assertion of Professor Swif 
seems sweeping, it is literally true as re 
gards absolute knowledge about earth- 
quakes. 
For while most, if not all, the 


current theories are based upon some as- 
sumption concerning the condition of the 
earth's interior, no such assumption rests 
m its turn upon verified facts. 


The central heat theory, for instance 


is but a working hypothesis, and it may 
have to be abandoned eventually, in which 
case all the earthquake theories which 
postulate falling-in or shrinking of the 
earth's crust will bave to go with it. And 
the main dependence of the central heat 
theory, so far as proof is concerned, 
namely the supposed steady increase of 
beat downward, is not at all uniformly 
borne out by borings. 
Many deep miues 


and borings show such a regular increase 
of heat to a certain depth. 
But there 


are cases on record in which, at a depth 
exceeding 3,000 feet, the mercury has 
jcgun to fall again. No deep sea sound- 
ings, moreover, have resulted in any evi- 


ence supporting the central heat theory, 


the greatest ocean depths having always 
proved to be intensely cold. 


Astronomical calculations, moreover, 


conflict with this hypothesis so seriously 
that to say it is still generally accepted 
vould be to cast a slur upon modern sci- 


Yet it certainly has been depend- 


ed upon, more than any other speculation, 


>y those who have attempted to account 
'or the recent phenomena. Of course, if 
he interior of the earth is not molten or 
plastic, the shrinkage theory of earth- 
quakes must go; and it must be said that 
he freshest and strongest evidence at- 
tained by science discredits the nnlten 
center notion. That being gone, how- 
ever, there is as yet no well defined theo- 
ry to put in its place, and so the cause of 
earthquakes is to-day, as Professor Swift 
says,, "as little known as anything about 
which we know nothing at all."

but theories, and though Science is sup- 
posed -to, be very cautious, many of her 
followers are given to projecting their 
speculations into the domain of imagina-

The Russian epilobium plant or "wil- 


low herb," possesses a fibre which enthu- 
siasts think may in time be so improved 
as to take the place of cotton in Russia. 


Unbroken success is reported still as 


the result of Pasteur's experiments with 
the virus of hydrophobia. Thus far 57 
dogs have been the subjects of investiga- 
tion, 19 of them were rabid, and by these 
38 healthy animals were bitten under uni- 
form conditions. One-half of the 38 had 
been previously inoculated or vaccinated 
with attenuated virus; the other half hid 
not. 
Without a single exception, the 


latter died with unmistakable signs of 
hydrophobia. The others are yet alive 
and apparently as well as ever, but will 
be watched for a year by veterinary sur- 
geons, to see whether the inoculation pre- 
vents the development of hydrophobia 
permanently, or only temporarily.

This has led me to 
examine every "system" that has come 
up and to search, though always till now 
in vain, for some royal road to learning 
to speak a foreign tongue.

and read it am body can do who is dili- 
gent, but sit down with any travellers 
and listen to their confessions of utter 
failure to make their wants known among 
foreigners, even though they had gradu- 
ate d from "French and English" Ameri- 
can boarding-schools 
The little pam- 


phlets of Dr. Rosenthal's Meisterchaft 
system came into my han^s a while ago; 
I liad occasion to see them put to practi- 
cal use, and to test the "system." I am 
convinced that here is a system which 
teaches one to think and to talk idiomatic 
German, Spanish, and French from the

M VTCflES —At Joukoping, Sweden, is 


the oldest and largest match factory in 
the world. It was established 100 years 
ago, and there are now to be seen speci- 
men' of the matches used at the be"in- 
ning of the present century, consisting of 
big frgots of wood furnished with a han- 
dle a ad a tip to dip in a bath of sulphur 
Tbe wood from which the present kind of 
matches is made is taken from the adja- 
cent forests, which are divided into fifty 
sections. Every year one section is cut 
and then replanted with yaung trees. 
The i.rees are hewn into planks in the 
forest and cut into slivers in the factory. 
The boxes are made of the outside of the 
trees. Tbe factories are on the bank of 
lakes which are connected with one an- 
other by wide canals. Millions of matches 
are turned out each day. Some idea of 
whero they all go may be obtained from 
the statement that there are at least 
280.C 00,000 of matches burned each day 
in tha United States, or an average of 
five matches for each person.
